An  Act  to  provide  for  the  offices  of  Commissioners  of  divisions  in  ilia  State  of  Bombay, 
for  prescribing  their  powers  and  duties  and  to  make  provisions-con  sequent  on  the 
provision  for  such  office*  and  for  certain  other  matter*. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  offices  of  Commissioners  of  divisions 
in  the  State  of  Bombay,  for  proscribing  their  powers  and  duties  and  to  make  provi- 
sions for  matters  consequent  on  the  provision  for  such  offices  and  for  certain  other 
matters  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Eighth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  a* 

follows  : — _ . 

Short  title, 

1.  (I)  This  Act  may  bo  called"  the  Bombay  Commissioners  of  Divisions  Act,  ec^^.
